The John Adams Murder Trial- 
Evidence for the Defenue. 


THE PBOSBOTBT1ON. 


Yesterday afternoon the prosecution in 


the case of the People vn. John Q. Adams, 
•on trial for the murder ot Joseph Cooper, 
'.rested their case, having presented a vast 
amount of very damaging testimony, go- 
iug to show that the shooting of Cooper 
was deliberate and apparently not justifi- 
able. The witnesses who testified for the 
People yesterday afternoon were Miohae

Bowdon, Geo. McGuire, Joseph Humph- 
rey Milton P. Funk, Lodie Elliott, and 
Murk Tozer. All the witnesses gave dam 
aging testimony. One said that Severn 
weeks before the killing Adams had de- 
clared that he would drive whisky out of 
Maroa if he had to shoot it out. Milton 
Fuck bad a talk with Adams after be was 
placed in tbe Maroa calaboose. Adam* 
said be wasn't afraid of Cooper, and 
would not have shot him if he bad not 


Almoet a Triple Tragedy. 


The report reaches uu through the po- 


lice that on last Sunday afternoon, near 
the Whitmer brick-yard, » citizen came 
near killing three persona by firing a load 
of shot at them. Two notorious women 
of the town-Mollie McCertey, who now 
holds forth at Springfield, and famous 
Fan Higgins—were passing Noah Ab- 
bott's house in company with two men 
whose names, are not now known. Molhe 
is reported to have applied an insulting 
name to Mrs. Abbott, whereupon IXoah is 
alleged to have gone into tbe house and 
returned with a shotgun. The women 


B8y ho fired the gun at them, several shot 
striking both women and one of the men 
in the street. All ran off and hid in the 
timber. Fan Biggins was shot in the 
arm and one actually penetrated her 
cheek !
